But the following statement, copied from the Wilmington 
Delaware Mirror of 1893, is certainly the most unequivocal 
claim that was ever laid to their authorship; and I have no 
dout will prove interesting to many of your readers.

true, Mr. Rodney deserves no small praise for his ingenuity.

‘* In the fall of 1773, not long after Maj. Gen. Charles Lee, 
of the American army, had arrived in America, I had,” savs 
Mr.eT. Rodney, “the pleasure of spending an afiernoon 
in his company, when there was no other person present ; our 

conversation chiefly turned on politics, and tually free 
and open. Among otherthings, the Letters of Sli er men. 
tion od, Goneral L32 asked me, ‘Who was conjec d to be the 
author.’ [replied ‘our conjectures had generally followed 
those started in Englind; but, for myself, I concluded froin 
the spirit, style, patriotisn, and political information which 
they displayed, that Lord Chesterfield was the author, and yet 
that there were sentiments in them which indicated his not 
being the author. General Lee immediately replied with con- 
siderable animation, affirming ‘ that to his certain knowledge, 
Lord Chesterfield was not the author, neither did he know 
who the author was any more than I did, and that there was 
nota man inthe world, not even Woodfall the publisher, who 
knew who the author was—that the secret rested solely with 
himself, and forever would remain with him’ 

‘« Feeling in some degree surprised at this unexpected decla. 
ration, after pausing a little, I replied, ‘ No, General Lee, if 
you certainly know what you have affine, it can no lon. 
ger solely remain with him, for certainly no one could know 
what you have affirmed but the author hins2lf. Racollecting 
himself, he replied, ‘I have unguardedly committed myself, 
and it would ne but folly to deny to you that I am the author, 
but I must request that you will not reveal it during my life, 
for it never was, and never will be revealed by me to any 
other.” ; 

{Mr. R. then goes on to state several circumstances in cor. 
roboration of his assertion; and inter alia, that Genoral Leo 
went to the continent during the publication of these letters, 
but the discovery might have rained him, while under the 
power of the Court of London. }* 

* “ General Charles Lee was a native of Cheshire, Eng., and entering 
into the Army he served in America and afterwards in Portugal. Ha. 
ving offended the English ministry by his writings, and prevented 
his preferment at home, he engaged in the service of the insurgeat Eng- 
lish Colonies of North America, and was the first who suggested the idea 
of a Declaration of Independence. He aspiced to the post of Commander- 
in-Chiet, and fiuding himself surpassed by Washington, he conceived a 
jealousy of that officer, which he manifested by his conduct at the battle 
of Monmouth, and on other occasions. He was tried by a Court Martial, 


and suspended fora year from ail his functions in 1778. He then retired 
from the serv.ce, and died at Philadelphia, Oct. 2d, 1782. He wrote 


** Essays, Political and Military.” which. with his Letters. were published | 


at the end of Memoirs of his Life by Edward Langworthy, in 1791, and 
whoever will compare these with the “ Letters of Juaius’’ will be apt to 
‘embrace Mr. Rodney's opinion.”

New York. ‘To amend and modify the acts now in force for 
the prevention of fires in the city of New York. 

On notion of Mr. Stower, the bill to prohibit the circula- 
tion of small notes, was recommended to a committee of the 
whole; and the Senate then resolved itsclf inte a committee 
of the whole on said bill. Mr. Stewer moved a substitute for 
the first section, varying its form, and gave notice of his in- 
tention, should the substitute be adopted. to move to strike out 
that part of it which relates to bills of the denomination of 
tiree dollars. A debate ensued. The committee rose and 
reported without coming to any conclusion. 

After the consideration of Executive business the Senate 
adjourned. 

Four o’clock P. M.-The committee of the whole, Mr. Se- 
GER in the chair, resumed the consideration of the bill to pro- 
:ibit the circulation of small bills, and a vete was taken which 
was in effect arejection of the whole bill by the committee.

Four o'clock P. M.—The committee of the whole, Mr.

sons. [Authorises the Governor to appoint three commis- 
sioners to examine into the causes of cotnplaint, and the eco- 
_nomy of the prisons, and to report to the next legislature what 
| measures, af any, should be necessary to obviate the evils com- 
| plained of. Mt also authorises the Governor, upon the repre- 
_ sentation @ffhe cominissioners, to discontinue such | ranches 
as operate injuriously upon the mechanic¢al business of the 
state.] 

Mr. Humphrey addressed the committee at much length in 

favor of the bill. 
| Mr. Stevenson moved asa substifute, the bill reported by 
the standing committee of the senate, providing for the sale of 
the labors of the convicts at auc'ion. , 

Messrs. Beardslee and Lockwood, spoke in favor of the 
| substitute, and against the original bill.

Pirates.—Capt. Bennett, of the Ship London Packet which 
arrived at this port on Saturday, informs us that on the 3d of 
| March, off Ascension Island, he spoke with the British man-of- 

war, Carlow, from West Coast of Africa, having on board, as 
prisoners, 19 pirates which he had captured. On the African 
Coast the Carlow had boarded with hier boats, a suspicious 
' looking vessel, which proved to have been abandoned by her 
| crew, and was armed with 5 guns and one long carronade 
amidships on a pivot. While the boats were alongside, the 
| vessel blew up, causing the death of one officer and a number 
| of men of the Carlow. It was supposed that a match leading 
| to the magazine of the piratical vessel had been fired by her 
| crew. previous to leaving her. The English commander imme- 
| diately manned his Boats and proceeded on shore, where he 
succeeded in capturing 19 of the pirates, and had them con- 
| fined im ironson board. From articles which were discovered 
| on board of the piratical.vessel, it was ascertained that she 
| was the same who robbed the Brig Mexican, of Salem, some 
‘time since, of goods and $25,000 in specie. The crew con- 
| sisted of Spaniards and Portuguese. Capt. B. has brought let- 
| ters from the commander of the Carlow, to the owners of the 
| Mexican, at Salem.—.New Bedford Mercury.

THE STATE LOAN. 

The following article was published in the Evening Post a 
few days ago. It goes to confirm our opinion that the vote 
against the United States Bank at the recent Election would 
have been much greater had not the State Loan project been 
broached by the Governor, and it gives evidence that, but for 
that project, the Bank party would not have had a majority in 
the Common Council. We concur entirely in the sentiments 
of the article.

Gentlemen—At the close of a severe but successful struggle 
against a greater mass of corruption than was ever before | 
brought to bear on a single election, permit a plebian to offer

‘dent columns. Asan American and freeman I have ever des 
pised, and shall do my utmost to induce others to despise, that 
‘miserable despotism of some party men who would have us 
support every measnre, right or wrong, thut may beHrought | 
forward by distinguished leaders. It is as baneful in practice | 
as it is pernicious in theory ; no good cause needs such pros- | 
tration, and no bad one ought to be supported; and besides, it | 
takes responsibility from a leader, and independence from the 
member of aparty. Thus much I offer as apology, for I am |

Fossiz Suetis on tue Taste Lanp or Centrar [npia.—A 
circumstance which must prove highly interesting to all lo- 
vers of geology has lately been brought to light by the disco- 
very of a bed of fossil shells (marine ?) in a good state of pre- 
servation. Accident, as usual in discoveries of this kind, led 
to their detection. A well had been sunk some fourteen 
years ago by a native, halfa mile distant from Sangor, beside 
the road leading to Jubblepore, and with the stones turned 
out of it he erected a small hut for his workmen, little dream- 
ing at the time he was digging up such geological treasures. 
A man the other day, seeing something unusual ina lamp of

discovery; on searching the walls of the dwelling, several 
other stones equally rich in shells were detected, and the 
owner of the ground being questioned, stated, they came out 
of the well, about half way down; but ocular proof was not 
to be obtained, from the sides of the well being stoned up 
with large blocks of sandstone. ‘To allow a point of so much 
interest to remain in doubt would have been highly culpable, 
and Dr. Spry immediately set about sinking a shaft parallel to 
the well, that the locale might be effectually set at rest.
